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Preface. 


Tux object of this manual is to supply in some degree a want long felt 
by students of ecclesiology and decorative art. It is issued at the request 
of many, both of the clergy and laity. It will be found useful for iden- 
tifying holy personages represented in painting and sculpture and also to 
guide the artist in the representation of saints and angels according to 
conventional and established forms. 

No emblem has been included without the authority of long usage in 
the Holy Catholic Church. Under the name of the saint—whether 
apostle, martyr, bishop, etc., and the date of his death, or the age in which 
he flourished, as far as could be ascertained—the emblem, or various em- 
blems, are given with which he is found represented in the decoration of 
churches, whether in painting or carving in wood or stone. In selecting 
these examples preference has been given to painting on rood screens or 
glass and to sculptured figures on fonts, etc., still remaining in English 
parish churches. It would have been an easy task to multiply such ex- 
amples, but the object of this manual is sufficiently attained by presenting 
a few select instances. 

The compiler is chiefly indebted to the work of the late Reverend F, C. 
Husenbeth, to whom, after the late Reverend Richard Hart, is chiefly due 
the honor of having been a pioneer in the work of collecting and arrang- 
ing emblems of the saints; tothe Reverend Dr, J essopp, F.5. A.; the 
Reverend Francis Haslewood, F. 8. A.; the Reverend Canon Manning, 
M. A., F.S. A., and to J. Walpole Hammond and H. H. Sancroft Whay- 
man, Hsqrs., sincere thanks are due and are hereby rendered for valuable 
aid in collating the list of emblems. .

VESTMENTS BELONGING TO EACH ORDER. 


Abbot or Abbess, commonly dressed like an ordinary monk or nun, but with a 
crosier in the right hand and a book in the left. On seals (and perhaps sometimes 
in paintings), Abbots have a Mitre, Chasuble, Dalmatic, and other insignia of a 
Bishop. 

Apostle, usually without any tonsure, a long beard, a close tunic and mantle. At 
an early period the feet are usually bare. 

Archbishop, like a Bishop (see Bishop) but with the pall over the Chasuble, and a 
Cross-staff in the left hand, instead of a Pastoral-staff. 

Bishop. A Mitre, Crosier (or pastoral staff) in his deft hand, blessing with the right, 
or holding a book. Vested in the Chasuble, Maniple, Dalmatic, Tunic, Stole, Alb, 
and Amess. Sometimes a Bishop wears a Cope over a Dalmatic and Alb; sometimes 
a Mozetta, Rochet, and Alb, but the latter very rarely. 

Monk or Nun. The Monk has a frock, cowl, and usually a scapular; the Nun a 
frock, often a scapular, and a close fitting kerchief or veil, covering the chin. 

Deacon. A Dalmatic, a Stole (which is sometimes represented as worn over the left 
shoulder); a Maniple, Amess and Alb. 

Evangelist, like an Apostle. 

Hermit, like a Monk, but with along beard. Commonly he has a scull before him, 
and large beads hanging at his girdle : sometimes he is clad in skins of beasts. 

King. A Crown, Scepter, Ball and Cross (or Mound), and the other well-known 
insignia of royalty. 

Martyr. Usually dressed in the vestments belonging to his rank in the Church, with 
the emblem of his martyrdom in his right hand, and a palm-branch in his left. 

Pope. ‘triple Crown, triple Cross-staff, and Cope, 

Priest. Vested in the mass-vestment, composed of the Chasuble, Maniple, Stole, 
Amess, Alb. 

Virgin. Commonly asa young woman with flowing hair : sometimes as a Nun. 

Widow. An aged woman, wearing a mantle, a kerchief or veil, and wimple covering 
the chin, resembling the attire of a Nun.

I subjoin, in illustration of the symbolism and the peculiar emotions born of 
Gothic Architecture, the ‘Lost Church” of the poet Uhland—founded, I apprehend, 
on an ancient tradition of the Sinaite peninsula :—* 


“The Lost Church.
